NEWS FROM COUNCIL BLUFFS

Oonnoilmen Remit tha Taxesof the Union
Depot Company.

YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS IN COURT

DiMealties Betweaen the Unlon Elevator
Company nnd the Eanllronds Given an
Alrig—=Where to Waorship Today
—Arrest of a  Rigamist,

The city council beld & mesting yesterday
afternoon at the councill champer for the
purposn of holding a conference with repra-
sontatives of the Union Doepot company with
referonce to the vopaid taxes which av that
writlng ware threatening to send tho com-
pany into instantancous bankruptey. All of
the councilmen were thereexcepting Graves,
whilo the depot compuny was reprosented by
George F'. Wright, William Siedentopf, A.
T. Flickinger, John Churchill and 1. J.
Evans, Welcht was the chief apotesman for
tho company. He told tho aldermen what a
hard row of stumps the company was in on
anocount of thoe 3,500 worth of unpald taxes,
and asked Lhat tho council remit its ahare of
the amount, both general and specinl. A
long discussion ensued, In which Alderman
Smith opposed the ides, sayving that the
depol company liad no more right to a ro-
mission of its taxes than nony other company
thiat had made » bad bargaln by buying real
¢state, and that it would be a bad procedent
for the connwil to sot,

The other aldormen wok the view that the
mombers of tho company had not purchased
the grounds for n depot site as nraal estute
speculation, but that the understandiog was
that if the grounds were sold to the rallway
companies it would not ba ut an advance
over the originul purchase price,

At thoe close of the discussion it was de-
clded to grant the request of the reprosenta-
tives of tho company so far aus the general
thxes were concerned, but thero was some
doudt expressed as to whether the council
bud the legal mgbt to remit tho special
tilxes for  grading and  sewerage,
A committes  was  appolnted, consist
ing of Aldermen Vau Brunt, Jenulngs
und Tiobolts, to mscertain tho amount of
apecial tnxes that were due anad anpaid, and
10 report at the meeling LOMOTroOW evemng,
In the meantime the question of the legality
of the proceading will be Investigated.

The same committee from the depot comi-
muy will appear before the supervisors uext
Vednesday 2od make a similar request as to

Lthe vounty taxes, It will also be necessary
for the supervisors to concur with the coun-
chl in the remission of the city tuxes,
